In any 
case, the poem and the simile acheived a great success. The poem, like all Addison’s 
performances of the kind, shows facility and poetic sensibility, stopping short of poetic 
genius.”

*** THE COMMUNION OFFICE OF EDWARD VI. AND THE EARLIEST REFORMED 
PORTION OF THE ENGLISH LITURGY; made known to the churches abroad by 
ALES who afterwards translated the Prayer Book into Latin. This Latin version of 
the English Reformed Communion Service appeared a year before the First English 
Prayer Book. 


Alexander Ales, Lutheran divine, was born at Edinburgh, 1500. At Wittenberg in 1533 
he made the acquaintance of Luther and Melanchthon, and he came to England in 
August 1535 the bearer of a letter and a book for King Henry from Melanchthon. 


‘Tn the reign of Edward VI. Alesius seems once more to have visited England, where 
Archbishop Cranmer employed him to translate into Latin the first liturgy of King 
Edward VI. for the use of Martin Bucer and Peter Martyr,. whose views on the 
‘Communion Book’ were desired by Cranmer, but who lacked the requisite knowledge 
of the English tongue. It is with reference to this piece of work and the changes after- 
wards introduced into the communion service that, at a disputation held at Oxford 
18 April, 1554, between Latimer and a numerous body of opponents, the prolocutor 
Dr. Weston declared that a ‘ runagate Scot did take away the adoration or worshipping 
of Christ in the sacrament; by whose procurement that heresy was put into the last 
communion book; so much prevailed that one man’s authority at that time.” D.N.B.

July 18, our whole army, consisting, with the reinforcements 
from Virginia, Philadelphia, New-York, and Albany, of 80,000 foot, and 10,000 horse, 
having been reviewed by General Washington, and the Major Generals Lee, Ward, 
and Schuyler, it was agreed in Council, to drive the Enemy from their post on the 
Neck, and oblige them to evacuate Boston. 


The defeat was entire; we pursued them into Boston itself, took 2,000 prisoners, and 


destroyed their whole army, excepting a few Marines, who escaped with the Sailors 
on board the ships. Three of their Generals are among the dead, Gage, Howe, 
Clinton, and Burgoyne; Lord Perey was taken prisoner by the hands of the resistless 
Ward, as he was running through the streets of Boston.” 


‘We only lost two of our Generals, Lee and Putnam. With sorrow I must say, the 


former fell by the hands of Gen. Washington. Confident of his military abilities, he 
disputed the propriety of some orders, and said, ‘ he had seen service’; on which the 
General shot him immediately through the head.

*** The translator, Sir John Harington, was godson of Queen Elizabeth. He studied 


law at Lincoln’s Inn, but not to much purpose, for his reputation as a wit and a 
man of the world was soon established, and he looked to court favour rather than the 
exercise of a profession. About 1584 he married Mary, daughter of Sir George Rogers 
of Cannington in Somerset, but marriage does not seem to have sobered his exuberant 
spirits. His epigrams began to pass current, and he enlivened the court by his 
sallies, which-were not always adapted to a fastidious taste. Among other things, he 
translated for the amusement of the ladies of the court the story of Giocondo, from 
the twenty-eighth book of Ariosto’s “‘ Orlando Furioso,” and his translation was handed 
about in manuscript till it fell into the hands of the queen. She reprimanded Haring- 
ton for corrupting the morals of her ladies by translating the least seemly part of 
Ariosto’s work, and ordered him as a punishment to leave the court for his country 
house till he had made a translation of the whole. To this we owe the translation 
of the “ Orlando Furioso,” which was first published in folio in 1591, and reissued 
in 1607 and 1634. It is written in the same stanza as the original, and is easy and 
flowing. It is rather a paraphrase than a translation. As a preface to it Harington 
wrote “ An Apologie of Poetrie,”” an essay in criticism which resembles Sir Philip 
Sidney’s treatise of the same name. The most remarkable part of it is that concerned 
with his use of metre, especially his defence of two-syllabled and thtee-syl'abled 
rhymes.

“On the accession of James IJ., Barlow, as one of the leading members of the Church 


party as opposed to the puritans, was summoned in January, 1604, to take part in the 
Hampton Court conference for discussing the points of difference between the two 
sections of the church. Of the proceedings of this conference Barlow drew up, by 
Archbishop Whitgift’s desire, a report entitled ‘''he Summe and Substance of the 
Conference,’ which is the chief authority on the subject. The puritans afterwards 
denounced Barlow’s account as grossly partial to his own side, and very unfair to 
them. Their leaders, Dr. Reynolds and Dr. Sparkes, complained that ‘they were 
wronged by his relation,’ a charge which is to a certain extent endorsed by Fuller, the 
church historian, in his remark that Barlow, ‘ being a party, set a sharp edge on his 
own and a blunt one on his adversaries’ weapons.’ It admits of question, however, how 
far these complaints are well grounded. The fact that, as Heylyn observes, ‘ the truth 
and honesty of the narrative was universally approved for fifty years,’ and the absence 
of any more correct narrative on the other side, acquit Barlow of anything like. wilful 
misrepresentation, and his report is probably as fair a one as could be expected 
ircm a warm partisan who could hardly fail to do, perhaps unconsciously, injustice 
to objections he could not sympathise with and a tone of feeling which was at variance 
with his own. The story that Barlow was much troubled on his death-bed with the 
injustice he had done the puritans in his narrative is rejected by Heylyn as ‘a silly 
fiction.” A graver charge is brought against Barlow of having suppressed the strong 
charges brought by James against ‘the corruptions of the church’ and ‘the practice 
of prelates,’ when Bishop Andrewes is reported to have said ‘ for five hours his majesty 
did wonderfully play the puritan.’ Certainly no such language, if ever uttered by the 
king, is to be found in Barlow’s report; and it was subsequently objected by the 
impuegners of Barlow’s veracity that such a suppression threw doubt on the faithfulness 
of the whole for ‘if the king’s own speeches were thus dishonestly treated, it would 
be much more likely that those of other men were tampered with.” However this may 
be, there is no doubt that, in the interest of decorum, Barlow lopped off excrescences, 
and toned down James’s coarse and abusive language. Barlow’s own preface offers a 
painful example of the gross sycophancy which was the disgrace of the churchmen of 
that age when speaking of kings and others in high rank, of which the conference as 
a whole affords a pitiful spectacle.’—D. N. B.

“The Old Testament was translated by William Bedel, or Bedell (1571-1642), the eminent 
Bishop of Kilmore, who died from the results of hardships endured in the Irish 
Rebellion of 1641; aided by Murtagh O’Ciong, or King (who had assisted William Daniel 
in preparing the N.T. of 1602), and Dennis O’Sheriden, or Sheridan; though it was 
not printed till more than forty years after the death of the principal translator. 
The translation was made in the first instance from the English Bible, the marginal 
readings of which are sometimes preferred to the textual readings; but it appears 
to have been to some extent compared with other versions and—imimediately before 
publication—revised by A. Sall, Narcissus Marsh, Provost of Trinity College, Dublin, 
and subsequently Archbishop of Armagh, and other scholars.

They are contained in the original travelling case, 16 inches long, 
11 inches wide, and rather more than 3 inches deep, of wood, covered 
with leather, the back being of light olive morocco, gracefully tooled, 
and shaped ‘to resemble a folio volume. 


The books are arranged in three Series: [Theale and Philosophy,

But Mr. F. Somner Merryweather, 
in two letters in the ‘ Gentleman’s Magazine’ for 1860, has shown from the Middlesex 
county records that towards the close of Queen Elizabeth’s reign Ivon or Ion Chalk- 
hill, Gent., was one of the coroners for that county, and that he subscribed his name

a Sine importance of this manuscript is a double one :— 

Firstly it is an unpublished manuscript in French verse of the doings of one of the 
most romantic and gallant royal knights in both English and French history, who 
unfortunately came to an untimely end and was not able to impress his mark on 
the page of history. 


Secondly the miniature of the Prince of Wales, one of the few contemporary portraits 
that are left to us of him, contains not only the ostrich feather (now augmented 
to three) the badge of the Princes of Wales, but the original and correct form of the 
motto. Some years ago Sir Israel Gollancz discovered that the only extant piece of 
writing of the Black Prince bears as a motto “ICH DENE” (not Ich diene), and he 
was convinced that this was the correct form. On this portrait the same spelling 
occurs. The historical as well as the philosophical importance of “ ICH DENE”’ as 
opposed to “‘ Ich diene” was set forth by Sir Israel Gollanez in a series of letters 
that appeared in “ The Times Literary Supplement,” August 1, 8 and 22, 1918. Until 
he noticed this inscription in this our manuscript Sir Israel had failed to find the 
early corroboration for which he had been looking everywhere. Our manuscript is 
very early, being written at the end of the 14th century, and practically confirms 
the theory adduced by Sir Israel that the motto was “ ICH DENE,” which points 
philologically to the dialect of Gelderland, where the Prince’s aunt was reigning 
Princess, the principality which Edward III. linked to him by the strongest alliance, 
through the marriage of his sister, to the Duke, an important aspect of Hdward’s 
policy. to unite 7 the Netherland principalities, This policy really marked the 
first step in what was destined to culminate in the Anglo-Belgian alliance. The 
German form ‘‘Ich diene” or ‘‘ Ich Dien” must have been due to an_.attempt, 
successful, to replace the dialect form by the more regular High German. Accord- 
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Edward, Prince of Wales (The Black Prince)—continued. 


ingly it may be accepted from the evidence of the Black Prince’s own sign mantel 
(dated 1370), and from this contemporary French manuscript that the form of his 
motto was “‘ Ich dene” not “‘ Ich dien.”’” From an historical point of view it would 
appear from Sir Israel Gollanez’s investigation that the Black Prince deliberately 
and for obvious reasons used as the motto for his Badge of Peace the dialect of the 
Duchy of Gelderland, so closely identified with the interests of the English Roya! 
House. The popular legend that the Black Prince took the motto together with the 
ostrich feathers at Crecy from the vanquished King of Bohemia does not stand the 
test of inquiry. The early historians do not state thus; at most they tell that the 
ostrich feathers were taken by the Prince from the conquered monarch. Camden 
earetully noted that the motto was apart from and “ adjoined” to the ostrich 
feathers (as in our illustration) and erroneously endeavoured to prove the motto to 
be of old English origin.

Jean Froissart was born at Valenciennes in 1337. He was educated for the church; 
but his love of festive pleasure and romantic gallantry directed him into other 
pursuits. At the age of twenty he began to write chronicles of the wars of his time 
and to obtain the requisite information he travelled much, and associated with the 
nobles and principal actors in public affairs. In the year 1361 he visited the court 
of Edward III. of England, where he remained five or six years and was treated with 
great favour, especially by the Queen Philippa, who employed him as her clerk or 
secretary. He attended Lionel, Duke of Clarence, when he went to Italy to marry 
the daughter of the Duke of Milan. After the death of Phillipa, in 1369, he officiated 
a short time as curate of Lestines, in France. About the year 1385, Guy, Count of 
Blois, employed Froissart as clerk, and the latter soon afterwards, in quest of his- 
torical materials, visited Gaston, Count of Foix. His active curiosity, even in his 
declining years, led him to frequent courts, festivals, and tournaments, and his 
Chronicles present a “ faithful mirror of the age of chivalry, with its beauties and 
deformities.”” He is esteemed for his veracity, and admired for picturesque descrip- 
tion and a charming simplicity of expression.

“This is a work continuously cited by all the editors of Shakespeare, and has been 
deseribed as ‘ Shakespeare’s Encyclopaedia. In Douce’s ‘ Illustrations’ of Hamlet, 
Timon of Athens, Coriolanus, The ‘'empest, Merchant of Venice, As You Like It, 
Macbeth, King Henry VI., Parts II. and III., there are endless references to it. 
He says: ‘It will be seen in the course of these notes that Shakespeare was 
extremely well acquainted with this work.’ ”’ 

In conclusion Douce remarks: “‘ The frequent use which has been made in the course 
of these remarks of a work cited under the title of Bartholomaeus de proprietatibus 
rerum, may require that a more particular description of it should be given. It is 
a general history of nature, composed in Latin by Bartholomew Glanvile, an English 
Minorite or Franciscan, of the family of the Ear!s of Suffolk. He flourished about 
the year 1360, and appears to have been the Pliny of his time. It was several times 
printed abroad in the infancy of the typographic art, and translated into the Eng- 
lish, French, Dutch, and Spanish languages. The English version was made by 
John Trevisa, a Cornish man, and vicar of Barkley in Gloucestershire, at the request 
of his patron Thomas Lord Barkley, in the year 1398, and originally printed by 
Wynkyn de Worde; for there is no evidence that it came from Caxton’s press in 
English, though it has been so asserted. Neither is the date of Wynkyn de Worde’s 
edition, if it ever had any, been ascertained. The next edition was printed in 1535, by 
Thomas Berthelette, in folio.”

This leaf and the reverse are both adorned with a very clever and life-sized portrait in 
pencil, probably of Gower. 


*** Of the few Manuscripts of this great work which are known to be in existence 
(practically all being in Public Libraries) few are so perfect as this one, which only 
lacks the first leaf of the prologue and about 6 other leaves. It apparently was 
unknown to Prof. Macaulay, but formed the subiect of a lecture by Dr. Charlton at 
the Newcastle Archeological Society, and this lecture is printed in their proceedings. 


““ Gower’s ‘ Confessio Amantis,’ his only English poem, is in about 30,000 eight-syllabled 
rhymed lines. 


The poem consists of a prologue and eight books. The prologue deals largely with the 
degradation of the clergy and of the people, which Gower reminds his readers it is in 
their own power to check. He concludes with a moralised interpretation of Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s dream. In Book I. Gower represents a lover as appealing to Cupid and 
Venus to cure him of his sickness. Venus sends a confessor, Genius, to shrive him. 
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Gower (John)—continued. 


he confessor arrives, and the dialogue between him and the lover occupies the rest 
of the poem. The confessor first asks the lover how he has used his five senses, and, 
in a mumber of stories chiefly derived from classical authors, warns him of the vices 
which the senses are prone to encourage. In the later books the confessor describes 
in turn the seven deadly sins, pride, envy, anger, sloth, avarice, gluttony, and lust, 
with their different ministers, and illustrates their ravages by a series of stories 
loosely strung together after the manner of Boccaccio’s ‘ Decameron.” The last and 
eighth book concludes with the confessor’s absolution of the lover. There are occa- 
sional digressions, as in the account of the rise of the mechanical arts in Book IV., 
or of the religions of the ancient world in Book V. In Book VII. the general plan 
is interrupted by a summary of philosophical knowledge—of ‘ theorique,’ ‘ rheto- 
rique, and ‘ poetique ’—derived from the popular ‘ Secretum Secretorum’ falsely 
attributed to Aristotle, and assumed to embody the instruction given by Aristotle to 
Alexander. Gower adds to this interpolation many stories illustrating the duties 
of kingship, with unfriendly allusions to Richard II. 


Gower contrives to tell in all 112 different stories, and shows himself acquainted with 
much classical and medieval literature. The sources of nearly all his stories have 
been traced. _About twenty come from Ovid’s ‘ Metamorphoses,’ three from Ovid’s 
‘ Heroides.” Others are extracted from the Bible, the ‘ Gesta Romanorum,’ Josephus, 
Valerius Maximus, Trogus Pompeius or Justin. The chronicles of Cassiodorus and 
Isidorus, Godfrey of Viterbo’s ‘ Pantheon,’ ‘ Vincent de Beauvais’ ‘ Speculum His- 
toriale, the ‘ Geste de Troy’ (in the prose of Dares Phrygius or the verse of Guido 
di Colonna), the romances of Alexander the Great and Sir Lancelot were also among 
his works of reference. Statius’s ‘ Thebais’ supplied the story of the knight Capa- 
neus (Book II.). Gower mentions Dante, and was clearly familiar with Boccaccio 
and Ovid’s ‘Ars Amandi.’ Seattered through the work are Latin rubrics and 
elegiacs. The latter, written in imitation of Boethius, are often notable for their bad 
prosody and loose grammar.”’’

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Countess of Buckingham, who was attracted towards the church of Rome by the 
arguments of Perey, a jesuit who went by the name of Fisher. By the King’s orders 
there had been two conferences held in her presence between Fisher and Dr. Francis 
White, and on 24 May, 1622, a third conference was held, in which Laud took the 

place of White. The subject then discussed was the infallibility of the church. 


Laud’s arguments on this occasion, together with their subsequent enlargement in his 
account of the controversy published in 1639; mark his ecclesiastical position in the 
line between Hooker and Chillingworth. On the one hand he acknowledged the 
church of Rome to be a true church, on the ground that it ‘ received the Scriptures 
as a rule of faith, though but as a partial and imperfect rule, and both the sacra- 
ments as instrumental causes and seals of grace.’ He strove against the position 
“that all points defined by the church are fundamental,’ attempting as far as pos- 
sible to limit the extent of ‘ soul-saving faith.’ The foundations of faith were ‘ the 
Scriptures and the creeds.” When doubts arose ‘ about the meaning of the articles, 
or superstructures upon them—which are doctrines about the faith, not the faith 
itself, unless when they be immediate consequences—then, both in and of these, a 
lawful and free general council, determining according to Scripture, is the best judge 
on earth.’ Laud, in short, wished to narrow the scope of dogmatism, and to bring 
opinions not necessary to salvation to the bar of public discussion by duly authorised 
exponents, instead of to that of an authority claiming infallibility.”” D.N.B.

At the same time he cultivated a 
brilliant faculty for amorous lyrics, obscene rhymes, and mordant satires in verse, 
and, although he quickly ruined his physical health by his excesses, his intellect 
retained all its vivacity till death. 


“The king readily admitted him to the closest intimacy. He was Charles’s companion 
in many of the meanest and most contemptible of the king’s amorous adventures, and 
often acted as a spy upon those which he was not invited to share. But although his 
obscene conversation and scorn for propriety amused the king, there was no love 
lost between them, and Rochester’s position at court was always precarious. His 
biting tongue and his practical jokes spared neither the king nor the ministers, nor 
the royal mistresses, and, according to Gramont, he was dismissed in disgrace at least 
once a year. He clearly exerted over Charles an irresistible fascination, and he was 
usually no sooner dismissed the court than he was recalled.”

The book at once established itself in popular esteem, and for more than a hundred 
years enjoyed an undisputed vogue. In Holinshed’s ‘ Chronicle,’ while Sidney was 
still alive, and the work in manuscript, the ‘ Arcadia’ was eulogised by his friend 
Edmund Molyneux for ‘ its excellencie of spirit, gallant invention, varietie of matter, 
orderlie disposition, and apt words.’ Greville described the work as, in the opinion 
of Sidney’s friends, much inferior to ‘ that unbounded spirit of his,’ but he regarded 
it as at once an artistic and ethical tour de force. Gabriel Harvey eulogised it as 
“the simple image of his gentle wit and the golden pillar of his noble courage.’ 
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Sidney (Sir Philip)—conzenued. 


Hakewill called it ‘nothing inferior to the choicest piece among the ancients.’ 
Almost from the day of its publication court ladies imitated its affected turns of 
speech. Harly in the seventeenth century a gentleman of fashion would compliment 
a lady ‘in pure Sir Philip Sidney.’ A prayer spoken by Pamela was almost literally 
reproduced, and one of the charges made against the king’s memory by Milton was 
that he stole a prayer ‘ word for word from the mouth of a heathen woman, praying 
to a heathen god, and that in no serious book, but in the vain amatorious poem of 
Sir Philip Sidney’s ‘ Arcadia.’ 


The influence of the romance on contemporary literature was considerable. Shake- 
peare based on Sidney’s story of the ‘ Paphlagonian unkind king’ the episode of 
Gloucester and his sons in ‘ King Lear,’ while many phrases in his plays, especially 
in the ‘Tempest’ and ‘ Midsummer Night’s Dream,’ closely resemble expressions in 
the ‘ Arcadia,’ and justify the conjecture that he studied the romance as carefully 
as he studied Sidney’s sonnets or his masque of the ‘Lady of May.’ There is an 
unmistakeable resemblance between Holofernes in ‘ Love’s Labour’s Lost,’ and 
Rombus, the pedantic schoolmaster in Sidney’s masque, which reads like a first 
draft of one of the pastoral incidents of the ‘ Arcadia,’ and was from 1598 onwards 
always printed with it. Spenser’s ‘ Faerie Queene’ also stands indebted at many 
points to Sidney’s romance.”

The Author, Sir Thomas Smith, was born about 1558, and in June, 1604, he was 
appointed to be special ambassador to the Czar of Russia. 


“When the East India Company was formed in October, 1600, he was elected the first 
governor, and was so appointed by the charter dated 31st Dec. In 1664 he was 
appointed one of the receivers for the Duchy of Cornwall, and, in June, to be special 
ambassador to the Tsar of Russia. His grandfather, Sir Andrew Judd, was one of 
the founders of the Muscovy Company, and he himself would seem to have been 
largely: interested in the Muscovy trade. Sailing from Gravesend on 13th June, he, 
with his party, arrived at Archangel on 22nd July, and was conducted by way of 
Kholmogori and Vologhda to Jaroslav, where the Emperor then was. In the course 
of the winter he obtained a grant of new privileges for the company, and in the spring 
went on to Moscow, whence he returned to Archangel and sailed for England on 28th 
May. 

“In 1603 Smith was re-elected governor of the East India Company, and with one break, 
1606-7, continued to hold the office till July, 1621, during which time the company’s 
trade was developed and established. In January 1618-19 he was appointed one of the 
commissioners for the settlement of the differences with the Dutch, which, however, 
after some years of discussion, remained for the time, unsettled. His connection with 
the East India Company and the Muscovy Company led him to promote and. support 
voyages for the discovery of the North-West Passage, and his name, as given by 
William Baffin to Smith’s Sound, stands as a memorial to all time of his enlightened 
and liberal energy. In 1609 he obtained the charter for the Virginia Company, of 
which he was the treasurer, an office which he held till 1620, when, on being charged 
with enriching himself at the expense of the company, and on a demand for inquiry, 
he resigned. The charges against him, which were urged with great virulence, were 
formally pronounced to be false and slanderous, though Smith was not held to be 
altogether free from blame; and the renewed inquiry was still going on, when he died 
at Sutton-at-Hone in Kent on Sept. 1625. He was buried at Sutton, where, in the - 
church, there is an elaborate monument to his memory. The charges against him 
had met with no acceptance from the king; to the last he was consulted on all impor- 
tant matters relating to shipping and to eastern trade, and for several years was one 
of the chief commissioners of the Navy, as also governor of the French and Somer 
Islands companies.” (D. N. B:) ;

Wither for that book was directed to pay a fine of £500, and the book was burned 
at Guildford by the hangman. Subsequently, Wither states, the House discharged 


him “‘ both from the said fine and imprisonment without his petitioning or mediation 
for it.”
